COURT ENDS TWO JURORS 
TRIAL OF | DEFENDED

Grand Jury Bill Defective and 
Unfair to Defendant, Asserts 
Judge Foster. 


AUGUSTA, Oct. 21—Judge Foster 
in United States District Court here 
this afternoon sustained the motion 


of counsel for Thomas BH, Watson, the 
Thomson editor, lawyer and politi- 
cian, to quash the indictment against 
him, charging the sending of obscene 
matter through the United States 
mails. This motion, presented Mon- 
day by S. Guyt McLendon, chief of 
counsel for Mr, Watson, charged that 
to try*him on this indictment would 
be to deny him hig constitutional 
rights as a citizen, and the clause 
granting freedom to the press. 

Judge Foster, in sustaining the mo- 
tion throwing the case out of court, 
held that it was not proper for mere 
extracts of the article in The Jeffer- 
sonian objected to to be quoted in 
the indictment, but that the defend- 
ant should have the benefit of the er- 
tire article. The judge declared that 
under the construction of the law by 
the District Attorney the senders of 
the Bible through the mails would be 
liable to indictment, since certain 
passages that could be extracted from 
the Bible were unquestionably ob- 
scene, 

New Indictment Possible. 

The court said that there was noth- 
ing in his decision intended to pre- 
vent the case being brought over 
again and another indictment brought 
by a Grand Jury. However, should 
another indictment be brought, which 
appears to be extremely improbabie, 
the entire article and not extracts 
therefrom would have to be used in 
the indictment, 

If the case had gone to the jury, 
stated the court, the Jury would have 
had only that portion of the article 
which was included in the indictment 
—that is, the three extracts alleged to 
be obscene—and that it was only fair 
to the jury to have the entire article 
so as to judge from its context wheth- 
er or not it was obscene as a whole. 

The announcement that the court 
had sustained the motion to quash 
was followed immediately by vocifer- 
ous applause on the part of severa: 
hundred people who had packed the 
courtroom, There were a great many 
who were unable to get in because of 
the limited capacity. Mr, Watson was 
warmly congratulated. District At~- 
torney Akerman was asked for @ 
statement as to whether or not he 
would attempt to indict Mr. Watson 
again, but refused to make a state- 
ment. 

The indictment of@Mr. Watson was 
the outgrowth of publications In The 
Jeffersonian attacking the Catholic 
Church’s confessional and the oath 
takén by initiates in the Knighte of 
Columbus, a Catholic fraternity. 

Watson Arrives Early, 

Court opened this morning at 10:19 
o'clock. The room was packed to ca- 
pacity long before that hour, Mr. 
Watson was an early arrival. With 
Mr. McLendon, his leading 
counsel; Judge J. B. Burnside, as#o- 
clated in the defense, and Major C, E.

Judge Foster sald that the act of 
Congress of 1912, which forced news-

Fisher. Hicks is the man who 
accompanied Fisher to the of- 
fice of Chief of Police Bodeker 
in Birmingham, when Fisher 
made his weird but quickly dis- 
credited accusation of the murs 
der of Mary Phagan against J, 
C. Shirley, of No. 809 Marietta 
street, Atlanta. 


Chief of Detectives Lanford and 
Charles J. Graham, attorney for Shira 
ley, believe that they will have diss 
closed the deeply laid plot against 
Shirley, if such’a plot actually haw 
existed, when they have forced Hicks 
to tallc and when they have grilled 
Fisher In a sober condition. Threats 
were made yesterday that two prom- 
inent Atlantans might be arrested if 
any basis were found for belief in the 
plot theory. Later it was said that 
a searching investigation was being 
made of the’ possibility that a man 
still higher up was the moving spirit 
in a diabolical scheme to fasten the 
crime on an Innocent man, 

Graham was undecided Tuesday as 
to whether Fisher's sensational story 
was merely the vaporings of a dis« 
ordered and crazy intellect or the out~ 
cropping of a genuine conspiracy that 
had gone wrong through the inabile 
ity of Fisher to tell a convincing story. 

“T think we will know ail when 
we find this man Hicks, who Fisher 
says was his constant companion in 
Parksville, and later in Birmingham,” 
said Graham. “Hicks played a mys- 
terlous part in the affair. Fisher 
himself admitted that Hicks did most 
of the talking when they went to the 
office of Chief Bodeker. Hicks ap- 
vears to have told most of the story 
and Fisher merely corroborated it. 

“There also is the possibility that 
Hicks suggested the story to Fisher 
from day to day, and finally built up 
in Fisher's mind the structure of the 
ridiculous tale he has told in Bir- 
mingham and here in Atlanta, a story 
which was startling enough as-a sim- 
ple and direct accusation, but which 
broke down the instant the man was 
forced to give any alleged details. 

Blackmail Is Suggested, 

“We are working on several pos- 
sibilities. One is that there was a 
conspiracy against Shirley. If thera 
was such a plot it may have been 
engineered alone by Fisher, Hickg 
may have been a party to it. In this 
case it was simple blackmail. 

“There also ts the possibility that 
Fisher or Fisher and Hicks were 
merely tools in a conspiracy and that 
the real conspirators are men higher 
up, If this is the case, Atlanta wi 
have a sensation the like of which t 
has not experienced in years. On the 
other hand, the whole story may be 
simply the ravings of a drunken and 
besotted mind. Fisher's own relatives 
say that he was an extraordinary Har 
when in his cups.

“Judge, if you are going to sentence 
me for this, sentence me to the stock- 
ade, but not to the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills,” shouted R. L. Wood, a 
Weaver, as he was fined $10.75. W. 
D. Fleming,’ another weaver, was 
fined $10.75. Both men admitted that 
they had stopped machines. 

Fleming made a stirring speech in 
court, arraigning the practice at the | 
mills of withholding 60 hours’ pay | 
from the employees. He declared that 
the mill hands were forced to work 
that length of time before they were 
given any salary 

Held for Interference. 

Will Tumlin, a helper at the mills, 
was bound over under $200 bond for 
violating the State law against inter- 
with labor. It was alleged 
that Tumlin broke down a number of 
machines in the mill before he left 
by secreting their various parts. 

Judge Broyles, after sentencing the 
three men, addressed the crowd. 

“There is no law against your quit- 
ting your jobs if you like,” he said 
“However, you must not interfere 
with those who continue to work. 
you endeavor to stop them, you 
be punished.” 

G. A. Johnson, general manager of 
the mills, and A. B. Lowndes, super- 
intendent, represented the company at 
the hearing. They declared that 
Wood and Fleming had threatenea 
them.

The testimony of Jim Conley, which led to the bitterest fight 
in the trial of Leo M. Frank, again was the bone of acrimonious 
contention at the hearing for a new trial before Judge L. S. Roan 
Wednesday. 

That the defense is determined to make a desperate fight for 
a new trial because the revolting story told by the negro of Frank’s 
alleged immorality was allowed to get in the record and never was 
expunged was made evident when Attorneys Rosser and Arnold 
marshaled before the judge a series of reasons for another trial, all 
based on the fact that, the testimony was allowed to go before the 
jury during the trial and again while the arguments were in 
progress. 

Fighting back savagely at every move of Franl’s lawyers, 
disputing every doubtful point with the same insistence and de- 
termination that marked his conduct of the Phagan murder trial 
and remaining undisturbed by the caustic remarks of Arnold or 
the more vigorous attacks of Rosser, Solicitor Dorsey presented 
an obstinate figure throughout the day’s hearing, which was but 
preliminary to the struggle which will follow when the actual ar- 
guments are begun. 

The first day was devoted to a review of early portion of the 
defense’s 115 reasons for a new trial. 


Deadlock Soon Comes 


So insistent was the Solicitor that every reason be given in 
conformity to the testimony and evidence as he interpreted it that 
the hearing had not progressed far when the noon recess was 
taken.

Prospects for a new trial for Leo M. Frank were made much 
brighter Wednesday afternoon by Judge Roan'’s certification of 
| the defense’s description of the disorder and demonstration in the 
| courtroom on various occasions during Frank’s trial. The judge’s 
official approval of this fact as a ground for argument will give the 
| defense an invaluable advantage when the arguments begin, and 
also before the Supreme Court in the event that it becomes neces- 
| sary to carry the fight for Frank’s life to the higher tribunal. 

The facts to which Judge Roan certified were contained in 
the defense’s charge that immediately on the announcement that 
Conley’s testimony, taken to show perversion and immorality and 
|acts wholly disassociated from the charge of murder, was to stand, 
|there were immediate cheers, clapping of hands and stamping of 
feet in the courtroom. 


Jury In Adjacent Room. 

The jurors were in an adjacent room at the time, 80 close, in 
the opinion of Judge Roan, as to be able readily to hear the dem- 
onstration. 

The defense also held that the court was in error when it re- 
fused at the time to grant a mistrial for which Attorney Arnold 
moved, and did not clear the courtroom as was demanded by both 
the attorneys for the defense, 

It also was charged by the defense that during the examina- 
tion of one of the witnesses the crowd made a jeering demonstra- 
tion against Attorney Arnold. 

Judge Roan certified to all of these facts as represented by the 
defense, a circumstance which is regarded as most favorable to 
Frank’s chance for a new trial. 

Solicitor Dorsey won a slight victory when the battle ranged 
around section 13 of the motion which declared that the Solicitor 
had continued his cross-examination of witnesses to draw out par- 
ticular acts of immorality on the part of the pencil factory super- 
intendent when Judge Roan had ruled against such questions. 
Mr. Dorsey demanded that this particular reference to him in the 
motion be struck out and it was granted by Judge Roan, after a 
bitter struggle. 


Calls Testimony Prejudicial. 

Another point brought up for arraignment by counsel for the 
defense was the testimony of Conley that he had been refused ad- 
mittance to Frank’s cell when taken to the Tower by detectives. 
Attorney Arnold ascribed this testimony as irrelevant and preju- 
' dicial before the jury and declared that the court erred in admit- 
ting it. 

From that point the fight veered to section 16 of the motion 
pertaining to the testimony of MrMs. Arthur White, wife of a 
machinist at the pencil factory. The defense declared that tha 
court erred in permitting the State to draw fro mthe witness the 
fact that she had not reported the fact that she saw a negro in 
the factory on the day of the murder until three days later, and

In addition to the decision in re- 
gard to the custody of the child the 
jury removed the disabilities of both 
father and mother, granting each a 
total divorce as” prayed for in the 
original petition filed by the father 
and a cross-bill and answer filed by 
the mother. 

The verdict of the jury closes the 
last chapter in a case which created 
a sensation about a year ago. Ac- 
cording to the petition, Oetter filed 
suit for divorce in January, 1912, four 
years after the marriage. Later the 
child was awarded to the custody of 
the mother, who filed a cross-bill 
charging Oetter with cruelty.

Then Father Gets It—Oetter Di- 
vorce Case Ends With Un- 
usual Decision. 


An unusual verdict in which the 
child is awarded to the mother for a 
period of ten years with the provision 
that the father shall be allowed to 
see and have the child for two hours 
on the first and third Sundays of 
each month was handed down in the 
divorce suit of Rudolph Oetter, an 
electrical engineer of Hast Point, 
against Mrs. Mary Odessa Smith Oet- 
ter in Judge Pendleton’s division of 
the Superior Court. 

According to the further specifica- 
tions of the jury the child, a boy 21-2 
years old, shall be delivered to the 
eustody of the father at the end of 
ten years. 

In addition to the decision in re- 
gard to the custody of the child the 
jury removed the disabilities of both 
father and mother, granting each a 
total divorce as prayed for in the 
original petition filed by the father 
and a cross-bill and answer filed by 
the mother, 

The verdict of the jury closes the 
last chapter in a case which created 
@ sensation about a year ago. Ac- 
cording to the petition, Oetter filed 
suit for divorce in January, 1912, four 
years after the marriage. Later the 
child was awarded to the custody of 
the mother, who filed a cross-bill 
charging Oetter with cruelty. 

In the following September, accord- 
ing to the petition of Mrs. Oetter, her 
husband came to the house and kid- 
naped the child, taking it to the home 
of his sister in Griffin. 

On petition of Mrs. Oetter, her hus- 
band was then ordered to jail for 
ten days for contempt of court. Oecet- 
ter claimed in his answer that he 
had taken the child from its mother 
only after he had discovered that it 
was being neglected. He prayed for 
the leniency of the court.

members, but on the inadequate 
equipment and facilities with which 
they are required to handle their 
work.”* 

Improvements Urged. 

“Is it true that the report recom- 
mends the abolition of the present 
Board of Health ard a reorganiza- 
tion of the entire department?” M{r. 
Moore was asked. 

Certain improvements in organi- 
zation and methods are recommend- 
ed,” he replied, “but it is not true 
that the abolition of the board is 
isked. The members of the present 
yourd are all good men, and no at- 
ack is made on them.”

HILB the Dixie League keeps 
hammering away with a 


stuffed club at the portals of 


the Southern, keeping Mr. Judge 
Kavanaugh pretty much on his di-

NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—There was as 
much excitement at the opening of the 
cotton market to-day as there was 
Monday, prices dropping & to 21 points 
under the previous close, due princi- | 
pally to heavy profit taking. Later a 
good deal of Monday's advance had dis- ‘ 
appeared. ;. 

Naturally there was much selling to 
realize after a sudden advance of about 


2.60 a bale in one day, This selling 
came in the face of reports of ilght to 
heavy killing frost in the eastern belt as 
far south as northern Florida, Never- 
theless, there was a disposition on the 
per of conservative operators to liqui- 
late. 

Atter the call the Hst sold down some 
1 to 13° points from the initial range. 
The selling was met with substantial 
buying, some of which came from the 
trade. Following this buying a general 
buying movement developed. Some of 
those who were early sellers were no- 
ticeable on the buying side, resulting In 
prices recovering most of the decline. 
October advanced to 14.05, but later sold 
down to 13.97, December, being in less 
demand, was unable to pass over the 
opening quotations, but held steady 
around 18.77. January rallied _to 13.52, 
but was later depressed to 13.62. 

Some think the advance of 51 points 
Monday was forced and overdone, and 
each time the list steadied there was 
a fresh outburst of realizing. However, 
the sudden rise Monday took the 
breath away from commission houses 
and the bears ana so few had the cour- 
age to hook on that general outside 
business was rather light, considering 
the wide fluctuations.
